GRACE, FAITH AND SALVATION 

by Pastor Cornelius R. Stam 

The largest segment of the organized Church has long 
opposed the leaching that salvation is by grace, through 
faith alone. She teaches that it is by grace, through faith 
and good works, protesting that we do not place the proper 
stress on good works, and that she does place as much 
emphasis upon grace and faith as we. 

One advocate of this religious denomination agrees that 
men cannot be saved without Christ or faith or grace, but 
objects that the grace of God, accepted by faith in Christ, is 
not enough to save. 

He says: “All men are born in original sin, and all must 
be cleansed by Baptism. In Baptism, Grace is implanted in 
the soul by God and confers the right to heaven.” 

But what about the thief on the cross, who looked to 
Christ in his dying moments and never had an opportunity 
to be baptized? Was he not saved? (See Luke 23:42,43). 

If, according to Heb. 10:4, it is not possible for the 
blood of bulls and of goats to take away sins (even though 
required by God), could this writer explain to us how any 
amount of water could possibly wash away one sin or right 
one moral wrong? 

But one might gather from the above quotation that 
the baptized soul at least is safe and secure, since the grace 
implanted by God “confers the right to heaven.” But not 
so. “The Church” never gives her devotees true peace or 
assurance; never sets them free. “The right to heaven,” 
conferred upon the baptized person, is the right to strive 
for it! This writer goes on to say, “We worship God by 
the practice of our religious duties in order to obtain our 
salvation.” 

How satisfying and reassuring is the Word of God itself 
on this subject: 

“Now to him that worketh [i.e., for salvation] is the 
reward not reckoned of grace, but of debt. 

“BUT TO HIM THAT WORKETH NOT, 
BUT BELIEVETH ON HIM THAT JUSTIFIETH 
THE UNGODLY, HIS FAITH IS COUNTED FOR 
RIGHTEOUSNESS” (Rom. 4:4,5).

“1 want to start by extend¬ 
ing my deepest sympathies 
to the families of the victims 
of Friday’s massacre, and to 
the whole community, and to 
thank the first responders and 
all those who are helping in 
the aftermath of this darkest 
of tragedies. 

“Three days after the 
hotTors of Newtown, we’re 
all still reeling from what 
happened. Any time there’s 
a shooting like this we’re 
crushed with sorrow, but 
there’s no escaping the fact 
that the massacre at Sandy 
Hook Elementary stands out 
for its awfulness. The murder 
of so many little children and 
the adults who tried to save 
them doesn’t just break our 
hearts, it shatters them. 

“The last few days have 
been searing for all of us, and 
the days ahead will be too. 

“Over the weekend, we 
began to see the faces of the 



sacre so terrible, and which 
makes the stories of courage 
we’ve heard so inspiring. 

“The young teacher who 
stood between the gunman 
and her students, and lost her 
life in the process. The prin¬ 
cipal and the school psychol¬ 
ogist who sprang into action, 
and gave their lives too. 

“As the President said, 
these luminous acts of self- 
sacrificing love are the mo¬ 
ments that will define this 
tragedy in the years ahead, 
because the heroism and the 
courage that we never fail to 
see in the midst of tragedies 
like this point to something 
better and more lasting than 
the vagaries of this life. 

“They give us the hope 
we need in the face of so 
much evil and sorrow. 

“So we stand with the 
people of Newtown today 
and in the days ahead. We 
can do nothing to lessen their 
anguish, but we can let them 
know that we mourn with 
them, that we share a tiny 
part of their burden in out- 
own hearts. And that we lift 
the victims and their families 
and the entire community in 
prayer. 

“Scripture says that 
while ‘Now we only know in

children, and to hear their 
stories. One parent, Rob¬ 
bie Parker, stood up in front 
of the cameras on Saturday 
and shared with the nation 
an impromptu eulogy of his 
six-year old daughter, Bmi- 
lie. It was a remarkable mo¬ 
ment. Emilie was bright, and 
creative, and very loving, he 
said. And we marveled at his 
courage. And now the funer¬ 
als — ten of them this week 
in one church alone. 

“It’s been said many 
times that no words are ad¬ 
equate to lift the agony of a 
parent like Robbie Parker. 
What happened in Newtown 
on Friday is something no 
parent of a young child could 
ever prepare for. But 1 think 
President Obama spoke for 
all of us in the very moving 
meditation he offered last 
night on the singularity of 
parental love. There is noth¬ 
ing we wouldn’t do for our 
kids. And that’s one of the 
things that makes this mas- 


part, in the life to come we 
shall know, even as we are 
known.’ Scripture also says 
that in that day, ‘every tear 
will be wiped away, because 
there will be no more death, 
or sorrow, or crying, or pain, 
for the former things will 
have passed away. ’ 

“May the people of 
Newtown and all Americans 
be consoled by this certain 
hope. May their burdens be 
lightened by the loving care 
of their neighbors and friends 
and even strangers in the days 
and weeks ahead. And may 
this terrible tragedy prompt 
all of us to cherish the lives 
we’ve been given, our family 
members and friends, and all 
who surround us in our daily 
tasks. 

“This is no lasting city, 
we know. May we pass 
through it with a little more 
gratitude, and with a firmer 
determination to live the kind 
of lives we’ve been called to 
live.”

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Kentucky Farm Bureau 
concludes 93 rd annual meeting 
with adoption of new policy 

of our farmers,” said Haney. 


Kentucky Farm Bureau 
(KFB) concluded its 93rd 
annual meeting here today 
with its Board of Directors 
approving condensed lists of 
priority issues for 2013. The 
organization’s delegates ad¬ 
opted policy positions at its 
business session on Friday. 

Tax policies top the list on 
the state legislative agenda, 
with emphasis on a statement 
expressing opposition to any 
attempt to freeze the state real 
property tax rate. The state’s 
largest farm organization sup¬ 
ports preserving the current 
law which limits annual reve¬ 
nue from property taxes to no 
more than a four percent hike, 
plus new growth. This provi¬ 
sion was a key part of House 
Bill 44 which KFB worked 
hard to see enacted in 1979. 

In his annual address to 
members, KFB President 
Mark Haney pointed out that 
freezing the rate likely would 
amount to continuing increas¬ 
es as property values rise. The 
Pulaski County fanner ad¬ 
vised the group to ensure that 
their respective legislators 
were aware of KFB’s ratio¬ 
nale for opposing a revision 
of the property tax structure. 

“While House Bill 44 has 
resulted in a lower rate over 
the years, it has not caused a 
decline in state revenue from 
property taxes because valu¬ 
ations have risen,” Haney 
explained. “With land rep¬ 
resenting such a valuable 
resource to most farmers, 
it’s critical that we protect 
the structure established by 
House Bill 44. A significant 
rate increase would hit farm 
families hard.” 

KFB also wants to ensure 
that the state sales tax exemp¬ 
tion for production agriculture 
is not impacted by any tax re¬ 
form package. Additionally, it 
has policy to extend the ex¬ 
emption to production items 
used in the equine industry. 

“The exemption is very 
important to the bottom lines 


“Another aspect to consider 
is the potential impact on 
the Kentucky businesses that 
sell these inputs to farmers. 
A tax likely would prompt 
many fanners to make their 
purchases from businesses in 
surrounding states.” 

Other state legislative 
priorities include: 

Support for the state’s ca¬ 
reer and technical education 
programs. 

Support effective wildlife 
management that will reduce 
the wildlife population in an 
effort to alleviate continued 
crop and livestock losses, 
automobile accidents, human 
injuries and loss of life. 

On the national level, 
KFB calls for addressing 
the budget deficit “with the 
goal of reaching a balanced 
budget.” Other priorities in¬ 
clude: 

Permanent repeal of the 
estate tax and further reduc¬ 
tions of capital gains taxes. 

Reforming the H-2A farm 
worker program to make it 
more reliable, economical 
and accessible. 

“We have some key pub¬ 
lic policy challenges in the 
year ahead,” said Haney, who 
is entering his fifth year in 
the post. “Our broad range of 
policy positions are aimed at 
strengthening our farm econ¬ 
omy and providing farm fam¬ 
ilies with essential programs 
and services.”

The hottest ticket in Brack¬ 
en County last Tuesday night 
was in Augusta at the Panther’s 
Den for the first meeting of the 
season between the visiting 
Polar Bears and the Panthers.
